Then it w'as discovered that the stack the ('attle liked 
contained intK'h more calcium and p liosp horus—two 
minerals cattle must have for good heih h. T'he good 
hay came from soil that had been ircntcd \^ ith lime and 
p hosp hate . . . the p oor hav from untreated land. 
Alinerals essential to both human and animal health 
come from the soil, are ah.^orhed into p lant.s and so got 
into the bodies of grazing animals. Hum an beings, of 
course, get their sup p ly of minerals from p lant fo(x4s 
like 
f r u i t s , vcgetahies and cereals, and from foods of 
animal origin like meats, fish and eggs. 
Better soil p roduces better food, better livestock and 
healthier p eop le.
